Tar  the  Honorable,  William  Lenthai  fy^;  Speaker  of  the  H&- 
norahU  Houje  of  Commens, 

IN  my  laft,  wherein  I  gave  you  an  accompt  of  my  difpatcH  of 
Col;  ^r^^^f  to  Carlifle  after  the  Rendition  of  Berwick,  I 
acquainted  you  with  my  intentions  to  go  to  the  head-quar- 
ters of  my  Horfe  at  the  Earl  of  fvyntms^  within  fix  miles 
ofEdenburgh,  that  from  thence  I  might  reprefent  to  the  Com- 
mittee of  Eftates,  what  I  had  further  to  defire  in  your  behalf 
The  next  day  after  I  came  thither,  I  received  an  Invitation  from 
the  Committee  of  Eftates  to  come  to  Edenburgh,they  fending  to 
mejthe  Lord  Kircudbright  and  Major  Gtn.Bolbom  for  that  pur- 
pose, with  whom  I  went  the  fame  day,  being  Wednefday  4.  of 
this  inftant  (?c?<?^.We  fell  into  confideration  what  was  fit  further 
to  infift  upon^and  being  fenfible  that  the  late  Agreement  between 
the  Committee  of  Eftates  and  the  Earls  of  Crawford,  Glemarn 
and  Lamrich^  did  not  fufficiently  anfwer  my  Inftruftions,  which 
was,  To  difinable  them  from  being  in  power  to  raife  new  Trou- 
bles to  i*i«f^to^;  therefore  I  held  it  my  diit}^,  not  to  be  fatiC 
fiedonely  with  the  disbanding  of  them,  but  corifidering  their 
power  and  Intereft,  I  thought  it  neceflary  to  demand  concern- 
ing them  and  all  their  Abettors,  according  to  the  Contents  of 
the  Paper  here  inclofed ;  wherein  (having  received  that  very  day 
your  Votes  for  giving  them  further  affift^nce)  I  did  in  the  clofc 
thereof  acquaint  them  therewith  5  referving  fuch  further  fatisfa- 
dion  to  be  given  by  the  Kingdom  of  xS'ce>^/<«;y^; as  the  Parliament 
0^  England  ftiould  in  their  wifdom  fee  caufe  to  defire.  The  Com- 
mittee of  Eftates  fent  the  Earl  of  CaJJils,  L.  Wayriflon,  and  two 
Gentlemen  more  to  me,  to  receive  what  I  had  to  offer  unto 
them^which  upon  Thurfday  I  delivered:  Upon  Friday  I  received 
by  thefaid  perfons  thisenclofed  Anfvver,  which  is  the  original  it 
feif.  Having  proceeded  thus  far  as  a  Soldier,  and  I  truftby  the 
bleffing  of  God  not  to  your  diflervice ;  and  having  laid  the  bufi- 
nefs  before  you,  I  pray  God  direft  you  to  do  further  as  may  be 
for  his  glory,the  good  of  the  Nation  wherewith  you  are  intruft- 
edj  arid  the  comfort  and  encouragement  of  the  faints  of  God  in 
both  Kingdoms  and  all  the  world  over.  I  do  think  the  Affairs  of

Scotland  are  in  a  thriving  pofture,  as  to  the  Interetlof  honeft 
.men,  and  like  to  be  a  better  Neighbor  to  you  now,then  when  the 
great  pretenders  to  Covenant,Religion  and  Treaties  (I  mean  D. 
Hamilton^  the  Earls  o^  Lauderdale^  Tra^uair,  Carnegj^  andtheir 
Confederates  had  the  power  in  their  hands;  I  dare  iay,that  that 
party,  with  their  pretences,  had  not  onely  through  the  treachery 
of  fome  in  England  {" who  have  caiife  to  bluflij  endangered  the 
whole  State  and  kingdom  of  Sngland,  but  alfo  brought  Scotland 
into  luch  a  condition,  as  that  no  honeft  man  that  had  the  fear  of 
God,  or  a  Confcience  of  Rehgion,  the  Juft  ends  of  the  Covenant 
and  Treaties,  could  have  a  being  in  that  kingdom  :  But  God,who 
is  not  to  be  mocked  or  deceived,  and  is  very  jealous  when  his 
Name  and  Religion  are  made  ufe  of  to  carry  on  impious  Deigns, 
hath  taken  vengeance  of  fach  prophanity,  even  to  aftoniihment 
and  admiration ;  And  I  wiih  from  the  bottom  of  my  heart  Jt 
may  caufe  all  to  tremble  and  repent  (who  have  pra^ftifed  the  like 
to  the  Blafpheming  of  his  Name,  and  the  dellrudion  of  his  peo- 
ple) fo  as  they  may  never  prefume  to  do  the  like  again ;  and  I 
ihink  it  is  not  unfeafonable  for  me  to  take  the  humble  boldnefs 
to  fay  thus  much  at  this  time. 

All  the  Enemies  Forces  in  Scotland  Site  now  disbanded ;  the 
Committee  of  Eftateshave  declared  againft  aH  of  that  parties 
fitting  inParliament^good  Eledions  are  made  in  divers  places,of 
fuch  as  diilented  from,  &  oppofedthe  late  wicked  Engagement; 
and  they  are  now  raifing  a  force  of  about  40C0  Horfeand  Foot, 
which  until  they  can  com  pleat,  they  have  defired  me  to  leave 
them  two  Regiments  of  Horfe,  and  two  Tcoops  of  Dragoons ; 
which  accordingly  I  have  refolved,  conceiving  I  have  warrant 
by  your  late  Votes  fo  to  do,  and  have  left  Major  Gen.  Lamhert 
to  Command  them.  I  have  received,  and  fo  have  the  Officers 
with  me,  many  Honors  and  Civilities  from  the  Committee  of 
Eftatesjthe  City  of  Edenburgb,and  Minifters,  with  a  Noble  En- 
tertainment, which  we  may  not  own  as  done  to  us,  but  as  your 
Servants.  I  am  now  marching  towards  Carliflej  and  I  fhall  give 
you  fuch  further  accompts  of  your  Affairs  as  there  (hall  be  oc- 
cafion.  lam,     Sir.

Right  Honorable,. 

I  Shall  ever  be  ready  ^o  bear  witnefs  of  your  Lordftilps  for- 
wardnefs  to  do  right  to  the  Kingdom  oi  England,  m  reftoring 
theGarifons  of  Berwick  and Carhfle;  and  havingj rescefved  fo 
good  a  pledge  of  your  Rdbluci ems' to  maintain  A^^Q^  aiid- a 
good  Underllanding  between  the  Kibgdornsiof 'j^^^^/^is^  and 
Scotland,  it  makes  me  not  to  doubt^  but  thac  yopr  Lorjdftii|» 
will  further  grant  what  in  Juftice  and  Reafon  may  be  demand  edlj 
I  can  affureyour  Lorddnps^  ^Thai  the  Kingdom  €if£ ngJmd iiiii 
forefee  that  wicked  Del^n  of  the  :MciIigfaants.in  St^tslmd^-no 
break  all  Engagements  ofi  faith  and  Horiefty  between  thcNa^ 
tions,  and  to  take  from  the  Kingdom  of.Snglandthe  Towns  of 
Berwick  and  Carlifle:  And  alchougbtbey  could  have  prevented 
the  lofs  of  thofe  confiderable  Towns  without  iareacli. of  the 
Treaty  ,  by  laying  Forces  near  unto  them. y.  yet  Siehrwas^tfie.terir 
dernefs  of  the  Parliament  of  Engla^d^npti  toigii^Qdieileaft  fufpi-^ 
tion  of  a  breach  with  the  Kingloto  df  Scotiand,  that  they  did 
forbear  to  do  aay thing  therein:  And  it  k. not  unknown  to 
your  Lordftiips,  when  the  Malignants  had^ottemthe  power  of 
your  Kingdom,  how  they  prbtedled  and 'employ edjOMcEliglifli 
Malignants,  though  dernanded6y:our  P^&meric^:and  pofleflfed

HAvmg  c$nfidered  your  Letter  of  the  fifth  injlant.  We  return, 
thk  Anfwer,  That  as  ^e  did  di^ent  from, and  f  rote fiagainft 
the  taking  of  the  towns  ^/Berwick  andCsixMeyandUkemfeagamfi 
the  late  Engagement  againft  "En^hhdyAnd  as  we  did  rife  inarms 
■agalnfi  the  Contrivers  and  Abettors  of  that  Engagement  ^andhttv^ 
been  forward  in  nfing  onr  beft  endeavors  for  reftoringyonr  GaHh 
Sons  5  fo  before  the  receipt  of  yof^rs .,  We  had  pa^edfome  AB;s  Hf  on 
then  of  Sept.  lafi^  and  the  4  a/r/jtf  Monet h,  and  hadrefohedSf 
fHt  forth  a  Declaration  to  the  kingdom^which  PVedo  herewith  com^ 
mnnic  ate  unto  yoH;  by  which  you  wiH  perceive, That  it  hath  been  our 
earneft  care  and  real  endeavors  to  do  the  fame  things  V(^hichyofc 
demand  in  your  Letter, 

In  the  large  Treaty  betwixt  the  Kingd9ms  in  Anno  1^41.  Wc 
diddefirefl'hat  homft  men  of  known  Integrity  and  Ability  might  be 
employed  in  the  places  ofgre^eft  Trufi  and  Ponder  within  this  king- 
dom \  and  fad  experience  hath  taught  us.  That  no  bonds  nor  ties  bcr 
twixt  the  kingdoms  ^ey  en  theflriElefl  of  Covenants  or  Treaties,  can 
refiram  men  of  corrupt  mifidesandjudgemints,  but  that  when  ev&c 
they  finde  an  opportuniiy  ^hey  wiH  kt  ready  to  purfue  their  own  ends 
md  Depgns^  to  the  haz^ardof  the  Feace,  and  breaking  thff  ZJnion 
betWeek  the  Kingdoms » 

In  the  year  1 6^^*'^hen  fome  Members  of  both  Heufes  affembled 
at  O~i^0td^hadvMed  both  Kii^gdofHsTraytorSyfVe  did defire from 
the  Honorable  Houfes^  andhw^  granled^and  nmtually  agreed  itp^ 
on  in  the  Fropofipsons  of  both  kingdoms  yprefented  to  the  Kings  Md- 
jefiy  at  O^ordyThatthe  Members  of  either  Houfe  of?arliamenty

That  thofe  V^ho  have  been 
aElive  in^  or  confenting  to  the  late  unlaw ftd  Engagement  dgainfi 
England,  be  7iot  employed  in  any  publUe  place  or  trufi  )^hatfoever.

ZJnion  betwixt  the  kjf^gdoms.  And  We  do  hereby  engage  our  [elves  ^ 
in  the  Name  of  the  Kingdom  e/Scocland,  to  employ  our  utmofl  en- 
deavors. That  none  "^ho  have  bin  a6iive  in^or  confenting  to  the  [aid 
Engagement  agaif^fl  England;  or  have  been  lately  in  arms  at^ttt^ 
lingj^'r  elfwher^,  in  maintenance  or  furfnance  ofthtit  Engatremsnty 
jbe  employed  in  any  publike  plajce  or  truft  ^hatfoever^  Without  the 
'Advice  andconfent  of  the  Kingdom  o/England,  That  thereby  they 
■way  be  difab  led  from  renewing  or  reinforcing  their  former  Sngao-e- 
wenty  or  infringing  the  Vnion  and  Peace  between  the  Kingdoms, 
'And  as  the  Kingdom  <?/ England  is  now  careful  to  have  this  Affu' 
ranee  from  this  Kingdom  ,  fo  we  ^ill  not  doubt  but  the  Honorable 
Houfes  of  Parliament  ^illy  according  to  their  offers  of  AJfi fiance  at 
this  time^  be  ready  to  affiH  us  upon  all  other  occafions  hereafter,  to 
make  good  this  our  undertaking* 

And  if  it  Jhall  pleafe  God  to  blefs  thefe  co  venanted  Kingdo  mfWith 
afetlid'Peace,  We  ttufiythat  in  any  agreement  that  Jhall  he  made 
with  His  Majefiy ,  the  Kingdom  of  England  ^nllbe  careful  that 
this  may  be  regarded  as  aneceffary  condition  of  Peace  :  And  to  the 
end  any  Teace  which  /hall  be^agreed  upon  may  be  the  more  durable^ 
We  doalfo  earneflly  defire^hat  thofe  who  {hall  be  employed  in  pub- 
like  place  or  truft  in  England,  m^y  hefuch  as  Uve  to  preferve  XJni- 
Off  and  ^mity  betwixt  the  lotions. 

We  do  hold  our  j elves  very  much  obliged  to  the  Honorable  HoU" 
fes  of  P arliamenty for  their  ki^de  Offers  of  Affifiance^  exprejfed  in 
their  Votes  of  the-  2r8  ofSepzJafi :  And  [hall  communicate  Counfels 
^ithyou  concerning  the  fame  ^  That  their  affording  affiftance  to  this 
kinffdom  may  befo  ordredas  may  be  mofi  ufefulto  us^and  leafi  pre- 
judicial  to  the  a  fairs  o/England;  And  you  may  reft  very  Wellafu- 
redy  That  "^efto all  always  be  ready  to  give  fatisfaElion  to  the  Hono^ 
rable  Houfej,i^  every  thing '^hich  may  conduce  to  the  firengthning

^A  Declaration  of  the  Committee  of  Efiates^  concerning  their 
proceedings  in  ofjojition  to  the  Ute  unUvrfptl  Engage- 
ment againfl  E  N  G  LAND. 

THe  manifold  clangers  to  Religion,  to  the  Kings  Majefty,  to 
our  Laws  and  LiDerties,  and  to  the  Peace  of  chefe  kingdoms, 
are  fo  manifeft,  that  they  cannot  be  hid  from  any,  who  will  not 
wilfully  fliut  their  eyes  againft  a  clear  light :  and  the  remedies 
which  we  have  taken  in  this  extremity,  will  (we  doubt  not)  be 
p^%Q^  by  all  men  of  common  equity  and  underftanding,  to  have 
been  moft  neceffary  for  preferving  Religion  from  ruine,  and  our 
felves  from  tlavery  and  oppreiTion  :  Yet,  to  prevent  miHnforma- 
tion  and  mifconftrudions,  we  have  thought  fit  to  publifh  a  fliorc 
narration  of  the  Caufes  of  our  late  undertaking  to  rife  in  Arms, 
of  our  proceedings  by  way  of  Treaty  with  thofe  that  joyned  in 
Arms  for  the  lace  Engagement  againft  England,  and  of  our  reso- 
lutions for  fetljng  Religion,  and  the  Peace  of  this  diftraded  king- 
dom, and  ftrengthening  the  Union  betwixt  the  kingdoms,  which 
are  the  bell  foundations  of  Honor  and  Happinels  to  the  King  ; 
whofe  Throne  we  dcfire  may  be  eftablifhed  in  Righteoufnefs. 

When  we  look  back  upon  fome  proceedings  in  our  neigh- 
bor Nation,  though  there  we  fee  that  the  work  of  Reforma- 
tion hath  been  much  obftruded ,  and  many  things  have  been 
done,  of  which  we  cannot  approve,  and  wherewith  God  was 
highly  dxi^tdStA  ;  yet  we  finde  the  Fountain  and  Spring  of  all 
our  troubles  mainly  to  arifeathome,  from  the  craft  and  malice 
of  our  Natives  and  Country-men.  For,  notwichlhnding  the 
Right  Honorable  Ho ufes  of  the  Parliament  of  ^k^/^;;^  ha^  of- 
fered by  their  CommilHoners  to  remove  all  differences  which 
had  arifen  betwixt  them  and  us,  and  to  do  what-ever  was  juft 
and  Honorable  for  the  fatisfadion.  of  this  kingdom  :  And  fur- 
ther, bad  declared  their  readinefstojoyn  with  this  kingdom  in 
the  Proportions  agreed  on  by  both  kingdoms,  prefented  to  the 
YAno^d^i  Bamfton'(^oHrt^  for  the  making  fuch  further  proceed- 
ings thereupon  as  (hould  be  thought  fit;for  the  fpeedy  fettlement 
of  the  Peace  of  both  kingdoms,  aod  prefervation  of  the  Union 
according  to  the  Covenant  and  Treaties."  And  further,  to  give 
fatisfadion  in  all  things  which  fliould  be  judged  ncctflary  for 
the  Peace  of  both  kingdoms,  not  intrenching  upon  the  particu- 
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larlntereA  of  the  Kingdom,  and  Pr iviledges  of  the  Parliament 
of  Sndand:  yet  many  of  this  Nation  having  entred  into  a  fin- 
ful  Aubciation  and  wicked  combination,  did  joyn  together  in 
Arms  under  the  Command  of  the  Duke  o^ Hamiltoun^  for  pcr- 
fuance  of  an  unlawful  Engagement,  againft  our  neighbor  Na- 
tion of  England,  contrary  to  the  ends  of  the  Solemn  League  and 
Covenant,  the  manifold  admonitions  and  exhortations  of  ail 
the  faithful  Minifters  of  theGofpcl,  the  Wa rnings  and  Declara- 
tions of  the  Com  million  of  the  General  Aflembly,  1(547.  As 
likewireagainil:  the  unanimous  proceedings  of  the  late  General 
Aflembly  in  this  year  164S.  againll  tihe  Judgement  and  Prote- 
ftations  of  many  Members  in  Parliament,  who  have  been  moft 
condant  in  the  Caufe,  and  to  preferve  the  Union  bet\iixt  the 
Kingdoms  ]  and  generally  againft  the  mindes  and  judgements  of 
all  the  weli-affcded  in  the  Kingdom:  And  further,  brought 
over  from  //W^-^fome  Regiments  of  the  Scots  Army  to  joyn 
with  them  in  this  Engagement,  contrary  to  the  Treaty  betwixt 
the  Kingdoms  of  the  7  of  5^^//  i(542.  And  having  joynedinan 
unlawful  Aflbciation  with  the  Malignants of  8ngUnd^  did  ira- 
ploy  fome  of  them  to  furp;  ize  and  take  the  Garifonsof  Berwick^ 
and  farilfle  (and  yet  profefled  openly  before  the  World,  they 
were  ignorant  who  had  done  it  J  contrary  to  the  large  Treaty 
betwixt  the  Kingdoms,  and  the  Treaty  of  the  2^0^  November y 
I  (543.  And  when  by  miferable  and  cruel  opprelTion  of  the 
people  of  God  in  this  Kingdom,  they  had  gathered  together  a 
numerous  Army,  they  took  polTcflion  of  the  Garifons  of  "Ber- 
^/V^  and  Carlip.ey  and  in  a  hoftile'maner  entred  into  our 
Neighbor  Nation,  where  the  Lord  of  Hofts  poured  forth  his 
Wrath  and  Indignation  upon  them  for  their  lyes  and  hypocrifie, 
as  was  before  threatned  by  many  of  the  faithful  fervants  of  God 
in  this  Kingdom. 

While  thefe  men  were  invading  EngLmd^  the  Earl  o^Lanerk\ 
and  others  engaged  in  the  fame  Delign,  flayed  at  home  to  op- 
prefs  this  Kingdom ;  and  under  a  pretence  of  raifing  a  Guard 
fo^  the  Prince,  did  begmanew  Levy  of  Forces,  whereby  they 
Fifehtbeable  tofendfupply  to  their  Army  in  Snffland^  if  need 
M^re;  but  principally  to  bear  down  the  godly  and  wel-affed^ed 
'this  Kingdom,  and  force  upon  them  unlawful  Bands  and 

athes^  which  they  devifed  to  be  engines  and  fnares  to  compel 


men  to  make  Shipwrack  of  their  Confcierices,  by  joyning  with 
all  their  wicked  ways,  or  incafethey  refaled  to  take  thofe  ac- 
curfed  Oaths,  and  febfcribe  their  Bands,  that  then  they  might 
not  onely  be  incapable  of  all  publick  Triift,  but  be  efteemed  and 
ukd  as  Enennies  to  Religion,  King  and  Kingdom  ;  and  fo  every 
way  to  opprefs  all  honeft  men  in  their  Perfons,  Eftates  and 
Confciences,  as  nothing  was  to  be  expedled  from  their  Go- 
vernment to  thefe  who  defired  to  fear  the  Lord,  and  adhere  to 
their  firft  Principles,  but  flavery  and  mine  ^  for  they  having  ad- 
journed the  Parliament  till  March  1650,  had  affiimed  to  them- 
felves  an  Arbitrary  Power,  that  in  the  mean  time  they  might 
rule  at  their  pleafure,  and  make  fuch  alterations  in  the  King- 
dom as  they  thought  fit.  Upon  News  of  the  defeat  of  their  Army, 
they  did  give  out  Com.miiKons  to  prime  Incendiaries,  and  en- 
couraged fuch  as  were  efninent  and  at^ive  in  the  Rebellion,  under 
the  condudl  of  fames  graham  late  Earl  of  Montr'ofs,  to  rile  in 
Arm.s ;  and  fent  directions  to  the  Forces  under  the  Command 
iy^  George  O^tonro.  which  had  invaded  SngUnd,  but  were  not 
prefent  at  the  Fight,  and  other  Officers  and  Soldiers  who  efca- 
ped  from  it,  to  return  to  this  Kingdom,  that  fo  by  their  conjun- 
dion  with  the  Forces  lately  raifed,  they  might  have  a  new  Ar- 
my on  foot  toprofecute  their  former  Defign,  and  to  tyrannize 
over  this  Kingdom,  as  is  evident  from  their  Letters  of  the  28  of 
Auguft^  fent  to  the  Earl  o^MarJhal  Vifcount  ofT^udhope^  Clerl^ 
Regifter,  and  George  C^[o?iro^  {ten  days  affer  the  Defeat  of  their 
KxmY  in  England)  wherein  fpeaking  of  the  Engagement,  they 
declare  their  refolution  to  recruit  their  Regiments,  and  to  ha- 
zard their  Lives  and  Fortunes,  and  all  that  was  dea reft  unto 
them  for  carrjing  on  againft  all  oppofition  whatfoever  that 
pious  and  loyal  Service,  and  that  they  and  many  others  of 
this  kingdom  did  intend  not  to  live  and  out-live  it:  By  all 
which,  and  many  other  their  like  proceedings  exprefTed  in  the  • 
Declarations  of  the  General  Afftmbly,  and  their  Commiilio- 
ners,  it  isfufficiently  evident,  that  Religion  hath  not  onely  been 
endangered,  but  the  whole  work  of  Reformation  in  thefe 
kingdoms  for  thefe  ten  years  pafl  hath  been  very  near  to  be 
wholly  overturned,  our  Laws  and  Liberties  aimcft  dcilrOyccf,  ^ 
Authority  weakned,  the  Perfon  of  the  King  put  in  hazard,' 
and  his  Reftrtution  (which  they  pretended>rerdred  m(5re  dif- ' 
'■  -  ■     B  2  fei]li% 
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ficult,  and  endeavors  ufed  to  break  the  Union  and  Peace  betwixt 
the  kingdoms,  and  to  continue  (fo  fir  as  was  in  their  power)  a 
laliing  War  betwixt  this  kingdom  and  our  neighbor  Nation  with 
whom  we  arc  joyned  in  Covenant. 

This  being  the  true  eilate  of  AfFairs,  We  did  finde  it  moft 
necelTary  for  us  to  joyn  in  Arms  together  againft  thefe  Co- 
venant biCarkeis,  and  their  Adherents  who  had  invaded  Bf^g- 
larJ.  and  were  diPiurbing  the  Peace  of  this  Kingdom  (andAvho 
under  a  ipccioiis  pretence  of  feckingthe  Kings  Honor,  Freedom 
and-fafety.,  were  feeking  their  own  Honor  and  bafe  private 
ends,  and  have  made  iv^c  Kings  condition  harder  then  ever  it 
wasDtforej  this  courfe  being  the  onely  means  which  was  left 
us  whereby  to  endeavor  the  prefervation  of  Religion,  our  na- 
tive Countrey ,  and  the  Peace  and  Union  betwixt  the  king- 
doms, and  our  own  Confciences  being  ready  to  condemn  us  if 
we  (houid  (it'ftilland  iliffer  Religion  to  be  ruined,  England  to 
be  further  provoked  (^by  detaining  their  Ganfons)  and  this  king- 
dom to  be  enflaved  and  brought  under  the  yoke  of  a  perpetual 
bondage. 

When  we  had  put  our  felves  in  a  pofture  for  our  own  de- 
fence near  Edenhurgh,  the  Earl  of  Crawford,  the  Earl  of  La- 
nerlckj  Geerge  Monro,  and  other  Commanders  of  the  Forces 
jOyned  with  them ,  having  Marched  to  Inneresk^,  fent  unto  us 
fome  Articles  upon  which  they  defircd  to  Treat,  for  remo-, 
ving  all  differences  betwixt  us  ^  but  thefe  Demands  being  very 
unreafonable  and  inconGftent  with  Religion,  the  Covenant 
and  Treaties  betwixt  the  kingdoms ,  We  refufed  to  admit 
them  to  be  the  flibjed  of  a  Treaty ;  yet  were  content  if  they 
had  any  other  thing  to  propound  which  might  conduce  to 
thefetling  of  Truth  and  Peace  according  to  the  Covenant,  to 
appoint  fome  from  us  to  Treat  with  the  like  number  autho- 
rised by  them,  at  any  place  equally  diihnt  from  both  Armies. 
Whereupon  they  profeffed  a  readinefs  to  have  all  differences 
ended  by  a  Treaty,  that  an  intelHne  War  might  be  prevented^ 
but  they  ailigned  fo  fhort  Dyets  for  us  to  return  our  Anfwers 
about  the  ncccflary  circnmftances  to  be  agreed  on  before  a 
Treaty  could  begin,  as  the  time  was  elapfcd  before  we  could 
be  well  convened ;  and  then  they  took  the  advantage  of 
marching  away,  whileft  we  continued  in  our  Quarters  in  ex- 
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pe(5l:5tion  of  a  Treaty,  by  which  means  they  gained  thepkfsat 
Sterling ,  and  fur  prized  our  Forces  there,  killing  focne,  and 

taidng  others  Prifoners  when  they  were  in  fecurity,  being  ad» 
verti.cu  that  there  was  a  Treaty  betwixt  us;  All  this  not- 
withilaid(iig,  fo  deliroiTs  were  we  of  the  Peace  of  this  aimolt 
ruined  kuigdom,  as  puffing  over  all  the  provocations  given 
unto  lis,  we  readily  entertained  all  proffers  to  Treat,  and  up- 
on the  14.  of  Seftcmber,  CommilTioners  on  both  fides  met  at 
fVoodjide^  together  with  Tome  Minifters  and  Elders  from  the 
ComniiTion  of  the  Kirk ;  but  after  three  days  debate,  that  Trea- 
ty (^during  which  their  Army  was  grievoufly  plundering  the 
Councrey  )  produced  little  elie  but  delays ,  they  refufing  to 
accept  of  any  conditions  without  rewards  for  their  fervice. 
Liberty  to  Tranfport  the  I rifh  Forces  in  a  Body  to  Ireia/id,  fe- 
curity for  their  Lives,  Eftates,  Honors,  Fortunes  and  Places, 
and  affjrance  that  none  who  had  been  accefibryto  the  late  En- 
gagement fhould  bequeftioned  either  by  us,  or  by  the  kingdom 
of  England  for  any  thing  done  by  them  in  relation  thereun- 
to, which  was  impoilible  for  us  to  grant,  without  involving 
ourfelves  in  the  guilt  of  the  Engagement ,  and  giving  occafi- 
on  of  quarrel  againft  us  to  our  Neighbor  Nation ,  in  whofe 
names  we  could  promife  nothing  without  their  advice  and  con- 
fent.  And  here  we  cannot  but  remark,  that  thefe  Lords  and  o- 
thers,  who  in  Parliament  and  Qtherwife  pretended  fo  great  a 
zeal  for  his  Majefties  Honor,  Freedom  and  Safety,  yet  in  all 
their  Demands  to  us  in  this  Treaty,  they  never  made  theleaft 
defireof  any  thing  for  the  King,  but  were  ready  to  clofe  an  a- 
greeroent  with  us  when  ever  they  could  get  fatisfad:ion  in  what 
concerned  their  own  Honor,  Feedom  and  Intercft. 

So  foon  as  we  underftood  that  the  Forces  of  the  Parliament 
of  £V^te^  were  come  to  the  Borders,  for  purfuit  of  the  com- 
mon Enemy,  and  reducing  the  Garifons  of  Bar^kk^^  and  Car- 
lifle,  We  wrote  a  Letter  from  Falkjrk^  to  the  Commander  in 
Chief  of  thefe  Forces,  andfenttwo  from  us  with  Inftrudions 
to  acquaint  him  with  the  eftate  of  our  Affairs,  particularly  our 
proceedings  in  the  Treaty,  and  to  allure  them  that  we  would 
contribute  our  utmoft  endeavors  for  the  reftitution  of  the 
Towns  of  B^rwick^znd  Carlijle  to  the  Parliament  of  Sng/and,  to 
whom  they  do  of  right  belong :  In  return  whereunto  we  re- 
ceived,

God   and  thankrgiving  toh.m,  when  we  confider  his  gracious  ' 
dnpenHuron  towards  us,  m  preferving  a  remnant  fix>m  following

the  evil  conrfes  of  the  time;  and  that  fie  w^s  pleafed  fo  foonafcera 
great  defection  and  backfliding  in  the  Land,  to  piittis  into  a  condition 
to  refift  the  force  and  fury  of  onr  Enemies,  whom  neither  Chriftian 
duty  in  fo  clear  a  SiinQiine  of  the  Gorpel,nor  natural  affeclion  to  their 
native  Countrev,  could  reftrainfrom  horrid  impieties  and  intolerable 
opprciTions.  And  we  do  freely  acknowledge^that  it  had  been  jiift  with 
the  Lord  to  fuffer  us  to  lie  ftill  under  that  yoke  of  bondage,  which  we 
had  wreathed  uponournecks  with.ourown  hands,  by  complyance 
with  Malignants  and  Malignant  courfes,  not  trufting  the  Lord  with 
his  own  work,and  refting  on  bis  ftrength^but  following  the  Rules  of 
carnalpolicy^whenever  we  were  brought  into  ftraights.  It  is  the  de- 
fire  of  our  Soals,that  for  the  future  we  may  amend,and  it  finll  be  our 
conftant  ftudy,  with  Gods  adidance,  to  avoid  the  rocks  on  which  we 
were  ready  to  fplit^that  we  may  neither  upon  the  one  hand  put  confi- 
dence in  the  arm  ofPielh5&  other  worldly  advanta§es,when  things  are 
'profpcrous,nor  upon  the  otherjcomply  with  the  Enemies  of  thecaufe 
when  we  are  low,  but  in  all  cftates  and  conditions  to  put  our  truft  in 
God  Almighty,the  Lord  of  Hofts,who  is  onely  wife  to  give  counfeL 

Secondly jThat  whatfoever  Power  God  hath  already,or  (hall  here- 
after put  into  our  hands,  we  fball  improve  it  for  fetling  and  propaga- 
ting Religion,and  promoting  the  work  of  Reformation  according  to 
the  Covenant,  and  in  particular,to  have  the  Liberties  of  the  Kirk  rati- 
fied, which  have  been  many  ways  incroached  upon  and  violated,  as  is 
particularly  inftanced  in  the  Declaration  of  the  General  Affembly. 

Thirdly,  To  vindicate  and  eftablifh  the  liberty  and  property  of  the 
Subjeds,who  have  been  moft  grievoufly  opprefled  in  their  Confcien- 
ces,  Perfons  and  Eftates. 

Fourthly,  That  we  fliall  endeavor  the  Kings  MajeftiesReftitution 
to  the  exercife  of  His  Royal  Power,  as  foon  as  he  (hall  give  fecurity 
for  fetling  Religion  in  the  raaner  exprefied  in  the  Defires  of  the  late 
Commiflion  of  the  Kirk,  and  (hall  give  fatisfadion  in  fiich  other 
things  as  (hall  be  found  necefifary  for  the  Peace  and  Safety  of  the 
kingdoms. 

Fifthly,  That  the  late  unlawful  Engagement  againft  our  Neighbor 
Nation  of  England,  with  whom  we  are  joyned  in  League  and  Co- 
venant, may  be  difclaimed  anddifavowed  by  the  Supreme  Authority 
of  this  kingdom ,  it  being  moft  deftruclive  to  Religion,  and  to  the 
Peace  and  Happinefsof  t he fe  kingdoms. 

Sixthly,  To  ftrengthen  and  coxifirm  the  Peace  and  Union  between 

ihe 


thckingdoins,  which  the  Malignaiit  party  hath  fo  much  endeavored 
to  break  and  difl'olve. 

Seventhly,  That  we  lliall  endeavor  to  purge  out  of  all^e  Judicato- 
ries in  the  Land,  Malignancy  and  Prophanenefsjand  i\k a|iorher  good 
means  that  Jiiftice  may  be  equally  and  impartially  adrnfeiftred  to  ail 
the  SuLrjccls  in  the  kingdom  ,  and  that  a  more  eit"e(5^ual  cpurle  may  be 
taken  throughout  the  whole  kingdom  then  heretofore,  for  punil>»iag 
and  liippreHing  all  Piophanenefs,  Malignancy  and  Impiety. 

Eighthly,  All  means  having  bin  ukd  with  great  indu%y,toget  Ma- 
lignants  chofen  to  be  CommiHioners  to  the  Jail:  Pailiam^nc^  to  prc- 
poflefs  mens  mindes  when  they  came  to  the  Parliornenr^'om  whiwh  as 
a  Fountain  have  iflued  zW  oiir  troubles  and  diltradior-s.vThat  wc  will 
faithfully  endeavor  to  have  a  free  Parlianierir,  conidli;:.;  <ri  Ouh  per- 
fbas  as  haveuot  bin  acceflory  to,  &  furtherers  of  the  lilt  £i|^a^'cm';
